EXPENSE IS HEAVY BUTTERMILK URGED 


Secretary Warns Congress Against 
Levying Tax Burdens At This 


Session 


BILLIONS LOANED TO ALLIES 


Nation Must Awake 
to Responsi­ 
bilities, Abandon Pleasure and 
Learn to Save 


( By United Press.) 
Washington, Dec. 8.—W ar 
to the end of June, 1919—exclusive 
of loans to foreign governments— 
will reach the enormous total 
of 
more than $23,009,000,000, accord­ 
ing to estimates sent Congress to­ 
day, by Secretary of Treasury Mc­ 
Adoo. 
Ordinary expenditures^for the As­ 
ea I year ending June 30, 1918, will 
amount 
$12,316,295,223, o f which 
$11,527,709,023 will bo fed directly 
into the war machine. 
— 
Estimated expenses for the fiscal 
ear ending June 30, 1919, mount 
tpward to $12,701,838,980, out of 
which $11,605,895,500 
will 
be for 
prosecution of the war. 
These staggering figures go side 
bv side with a warning to the nation 
that is must awaken to the vast re­ 
sponsibilities of the war, must ~ear­ 
ad its pleasures and learn the vital 
lesson of saving. 
“Business as usual” is an impos­ 
sible theory in 
war, McAdoo 
de- 
lares. 


“ Everything wasted now is noth­ 
ing short of criminal,” he says. 
“ So far as I have been able to ob­ 
serve, the American people are not 
ufficiently aroused to the necessity 
of economy in this really 
serious 
ime.” 
The secretary counseled congress 
against imposition of additional tax 
mrdens at the present session of 
( engr e ss unless sale of bonds does 
not come up to expectations. 
He hinted at some form of regula­ 
tion of new capital expenditures and 
apparently referring 
to 
railroads, 
added: 
“ It may also become necessary to 
concert some 
constructive 
meas­ 
ures through which essential credit 
may be provided for those indus­ 
tries and enterprises essential to the 
efficient and successful conduct of 
the war. 
“The courage and resources of the 
nation,” McAdoo continued, “ are so 
abundant that America’s success in 
the war is beyond question if they 
are properly organized and intelli­ 
gently used. 
The economic and fi­ 
nancial condition of the country was 
never so strong and America’s spirit 
was never more aroused to the im­ 
portance and necessity of going for­ 
ward, resolutely and regardless of 
sacrifices, to the accomplishment of 
the great task to which God has call­ 
ed us.

It wjis soon ap- 
parent this was a great mistake so 
the school houses were rebuilt or 
repaired, the teachers recalled and 
the children put in miental and phys- 
ical -training.
